Opponents Among the Officers of the 


Navy Anxious to Have a Re- 


organization of the 


Service. 


There has existed In the navy for 


many years a more or less open an- 
tagonism to the bureau system of the 
service, but It was only recently that 
this widespread mutter of discontent 
reached the open cry of revolt. As* a 
result of It there was ao investigation 
at the hands of the senate naval com- 
mittee, which led to nothing, but which 
went to prove the statement, so long 
maintained by so many of the service, 
that the bureau system has become so 
interlocked with politics that there is 
no separating Ihe two. 


But the matter would not down, and 


last summer there Was a notable gath- 
ering at th« Naval War college in 
Newport, a congcess 
composed of 


every -available navy officer 
whose 


duties permitted him to attend.' It was 
a concession to the critics, but its con- 
clusion was as lame and impotent as 
was that of the senate investigation. 


The senate inquiry and the Newport 


conference were the direct result of a 
series of'attacks which hart been di- 
rected against the bureau system by a 
number of naval officers. These were 
not disgruntled over any private griev- 
ances agaiu&t tne bureaus; thev were 
not malcontents in the general accept- 
ance of the term. On the other hand, 
they were intensely patriotic men, 
highly competent in,their profession, 
and earnestly striving for the better-' 
ment of the service. 


Nor is it to be supposed that the in- 


dependents, as they have been styled, 
have been alone in their attacks on the 
bureau system. As long ago as 1886 
the late William C. Whitney, who was 
then secretary of the navy, pointed 
out the faults of the system in a re- 
port that is still regarded as the most 
clear, specific and rigorous arraign- 
ment of the system that has, yet em- 
ployed type. With characteristic ener- 
gy he then concentrated his efforts to 
obtain remedial legislation.

ty shows that there is no legal provi- 
sion for any technical

Opponents Among the Officers of the 


Navy Anx«ma to Have a Re- 


organization of the 


Service. 


There has existed la the navy for 


many years a more or less open an 
tagonism to the bureau system of the 
service, but It was only recently that 
this widespread mutter of discontent 
reached Ihe open cry of revolt. As* a 
reauH of It there was aa investigation 
at the hands of the senate naval com- 
mittee, which ted to nothing, but which 
went to prove the statement, so long 
maintained by so many of the service, 
that the bureau system has become so 
interlocked with politics that there is 
no separating Ihe two. 


But the matter would not down, and 


last summer there was a notable gath- 
ering at th« Naval War college in 
Newport, a congcess 
composed of 


every 'available navy officer 
whose 


duties permitted him to attend.1 It was 
a concession to the critics, bait its con- 
clusion was as lame and impotent as 
was that of the senate investigation. 


The senate inquiry and the Newport 


conference were the direct result of a 
series of'attacks which had been di- 
rected against the bureau system by a 
number of naval officers. 
The&e were 


not disgruntled over any private griev- 
ances agalu&t the bureaus; they were 
not malcontents in the general accept- 
ance of tbe term. On tbe other hand, 
they were intensely patriotic men. 
highly competent in.their profassiqn^ 
and earnestly sUiving for the better-1 
ment of the service. 


Nor is it to be supposed that the in- 


dependents, as they have been styled, 
have been alone in their attacks on the 
bureau system. 
As long ago as 1885 


the late William C. Whitney, who was 
then secretary of the navy, pointed 
out the faults of the system in a re- 
port that is still regarded as the most 
clear, specific and rigorous arraign- 
ment of the system that has yet em- 
ployed type. With characteristic ener- 
gy he then concentrated his efforts to 
obtain remedial legislation. 


The present distribution of authori- 


ty shows that there is no legal provi- 
sion for any 
technical 
officer 
upon* 


whom would devolve the responsibility 
of the military efficiency of-the navy— 
Its preparedness for war, the sole ob- 
ject for which it is maintained. 


It is Insisted that all congress needs 


(o do to perfect the existing ad minis 
iatrative system is to reestablish the 
missing balance wheel that was re- 
moved in 1842 to give the secretary a 
ooard of four sea-going 
officers, ad- 


mirals and captains, to retain office at 


his pleasure, but not for more than 
four years. 


"Many of the faults'"found by the 


late Mr. Whitney have been correct 
ed," Secretary Newberry said. "Aside 
from the general board that has nc 
status fixed, by law., and the board on 
construction slmilai ly organized, the 
distribution of authority is as follows: 
The duties of both of those bodies have 
been fixed in the regulations which 
have been approved this day by the 
president in accordance with section
